Senate passes 
Revenue 
Sharing 
Reform Bill 


LANSING — The state Senate. 
passed sweeping legislation to 
reform the state’s 26-year-old rev-. 
enue sharing formula. 

Sponsored by Senator Glenn 
Steil (R-Grand Rapids) Senate Bill 
1181 changes the current revenue’ 
sharing formula to more accurately 
reflect the reality of population: 
shifts, and thus local governments’. 
needs, over the past quarter centu- 


ry. 

Steil’s bill distributes 45% of 
revenue sharing funds according to 
a taxable value per-capita formula, 
45% according to local unit type 
and population group formula, and 
10% according to a yield equaliza- 
tion formula. 

Additionally, Steil’s bill limits 
the per year increase for cities, 
townships and villages to 8%. 
Amounts above the 8% limit are 
redistributed to local units below a 
certain decrease level. 

“Townships, villages and grow- 
ing cities such as Grand Rapids, 
Ann Arbor, East Lansing, Sault 
Ste. Marie, Escanaba, Mt. Pleasant, 
Lapeer, St. Clair Shores, Midland, 
Farmington Hills, and dozens more 
have needs that must be met,” Steil 
said. 

“For a quarter century, 
Michigan’s cities, townships and 
villages have been shortchanged by 
a revenue sharing formula that is 
biased toward one city, Detroit. 

‘T’ve gone to great lengths to 
incorporate the concems of the city 
of Detroit into this final bill. This 
version is the seventh I’ve put for- 
ward, each of which have been an 
effort to reach out to Detroit. Some

The petition seeks to place on the 
November ballot a proposal to 
increase road board seats from three 
to five and to have the voters decide 
who shall take those seats as their 
representatives. 

“There is danger when the elec- 
tive process is removed from the

Brooks, petitioner. “The right to 
vote is a fundamental component of 
our democracy and when that’s 
removed we are left with the feeling 
that our decision making has no 
value and that we are not to be trust- 


ed with the responsibility that coin- ' 


cides with the voting process.” 

Candidate for County 
Commissioner in District 4, Fred 
Shippy, had this to say, “Return the 
decision to the voters. After all, it’s 
their roads and their money!” 

The petitioning group is continu- 
ing their diligent collection of signa- 
tures in an effort to present the peti- 
tion to the six township boards and 
to the County Commissioners on 
Tuesday, August 11. 

The decision to place the proposal 
on the ballot lies solely in the hands 
of the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners.

were plotted on aerial photographs 
and the boundaries of the various 
soil types located. 

The end result is a series of soil 
maps which show the soil types pre- 
sent in Crawford County as well as 
their location and extent on an aerial 
photographic background. 

Over the course of the survey, the 
project members have made many 
thousands of borings, covering all 
the public and private land in the 
county, for a total of 360,000 acres. 

In addition, the survey will 
include soil maps of the 38,000 
acres of the Huron National Forest 
in Crawford County, as done under 
private contract by the U.S. Forest 
Service, thus assuring that soils 
information exists for the entire 
county. 

The information gathered for the 
soil survey has many different uses 
and is of great value, for both public 
agencies and private landowners in 
the county, as a reference for future 
planning, zoning, and development, 
as well as for conservation. 

Soils information contained in the 
survey can show the most favorable 


‘locations for road construction, 
‘home building, and septic installa- 


tions. Forestry applications include 
information on expected timber 
growth rates on the various soils, 
common tree species, and suggested 
trees to plant. It contains predic- 
tions on soil behavior for many dif- 
ferent land uses. 

The survey also highlights soil 
limitations and hazards for selected 
uses and recommends improve- 
ments needed to overcome the soil

limitations. The information is also 
of great value in the fields of 
wildlife management, waste dispos- 
al, and pollution control, as well as 
being a tool to help understand, pro- 
tect and enhance the local environ- 
ment. 

The soil scientists have identified 
30 different soil types or soil series 
in the county. They range from 
excessively drained sandy soils on 
uplands to very poorly drained 
mucky soils in drainageways and 
depressions. 

Areas of clay were discovered in 


the southeastern portion of the coun- 
ty along Big Creek and the AuSable 
River drainages. 

Kalkaska sand, Michigan’s state 
soil, occurs in the northwestern por- 
tion of the county. It is associated 
with sugar maple and American 
beech forests. ;

As one who was the assistant band 
director for one year and the color 
guard coach for two, I wanted to say 
something in defense of the award- 
winning Viking Marching Band, a 
source of pride for the community of 
Grayling. 

I am quite certain that the decision 
to not participate in the Fourth of 
July Parade has very little or nothing 
to do with money. As far as choos- 
ing our community festival, the 
AuSable River Festival Parade, to 
participate in, have you considered 
why so many other groups choose 
this parade as well? Why aren’t they 
being questioned about their 
Motives or intentions? 


I wonder if Mr. Hall realizes that 
the Grayling Viking Marching Band 
is not just “the high school band” 
but rather an ensemble of 100-plus 
members who work very hard to 
represent their school and communi- 


ty with pride wherever they per- 
form. 

In order for this band to be pre- 
pared to march in any parade they 
must spend several days learning the 
music, the steps, the commands, and 
then practice for several hours, often 
in very hot conditions. 

In addition to this, the percussion 
section rehearses several times 
before the entire band, as they are 
the driving force behind a marching 
band and must be well polished, not 
to mention strong, as those instru- 
ments are heavy and these students 
do not stop playing for the entire 
marching route. 

The color guard, or flags, also 
must prepare beforehand. They 
have to write two or more original 
routines, learn the school routine, 
and then practice before joining the 
entire ensemble. 

How many people know that it is 
during the AuSable River Festival 
Parade that the eighth grade students 
who will be freshman in the fall are 
joining the high school marching 
band for the first time? These stu- 
dents have only had a small taste of

street marching at the end of their 
school year. It is quite a different 
experience to join the “big group” 
and march in front of hundreds of 
people. 

Students are not the only people 
involved in this endeavor. The band 
boosters are actively involved at 
rehearsals and during the parade, 
providing the students with cool 
refreshments as needed and helping 
with the organization and smooth 
running of the ordeal. 

Finally, Mr. Ormsbee, band direc- 
tor, and Mr. Gott, the assistant band 
director, begin to work on the festi- 
val parade preparations months in 
advance. 

They not only select music, teach, 
and rehearse for this event, but they 
must schedule rehearsal times and 
then motivate well over 100 people 
to commit many extracurricular 
days and hours. 

I must say that their track record 
speaks very highly of their own per- 
sonal commitment as directors, as 
well as the band members’ commit- 
ment, who perform for us.

summer has more to do with sheer 
endurance, sweat, and commitment, 
than a lack of patriotism.

Organization helps parents keep children safe

To the editor, 

Every year more than 6,000 children die from 
unintentional injuries. That makes unintentional 
injury the number one cause of death for children 
under 14. And last year one in four of our youths, 
14 million children, sustained an injury serious 
enough to require medical attention. What makes 
this tragedy all the worse is the fact that 90 per- 
cent of these injuries — including those that 
prove fatal — are preventable. 

Fortunately for America’s children and their 
parents, the National SAFE KIDS Campaign has 
been working tirelessly since its founding 10 
years ago to reduce the number of unintentional 
childhood injuries. Thanks to SAFE KIDS; and 
to thé efforts of our paréiits aiid-cHildren, we have 
seen a 26 percent reduction in these injuries over 
the last 10 years. And there is more we can do. 

Through its 170 coalitions in 47 states, includ- 
ing Michigan, SAFE KIDS continues to provide 
important services to parents and children. These 
coalitions implement comprehensive, multi- 
faceted community based strategies for improv- 
ing child safety. They incorporate the efforts of 
educators, public health experts, firefighters, law 
enforcement officers, and child safety advocates. 
Programs are funded by grants, which are provid- 
ed by various corporations. 

The top four causes of unintentional childhood 


death are automobile accidents, drowning, fire 
and flame, and choking. The nature of these acci- 
dents shows how preventable most childhood 
tragedies are. SAFE KIDS coalitions can provide 
education to both parents and children on ways to 
improve child safety in the car, around the pool, 
near fires and in dealing with objects that can 
cause choking. 

SAFE KIDS even has an on-line service offer- 
ing information on child passenger safety, bicycle 
safety, residential fire protection, and scald burn 
protection. Internet users also can look up facts 
on how to deal with emergencies and take the 
Family Safety Check to see how child-safe they 
currently are. 

SAFE KIDS is an invaluable national asset, and

by setting up coalitions here in our state, of which 
Michelle Engler, the Governor’s wife, serves as 
honorary chair. 


The Metropolitan Detroit SAFE KIDS 
Coalition, the oldest in the state, has my wife Jane 
as its honorary chair. This coalition runs a num- 
ber of interactive programs to teach children the 
habits they need to prevent unintentional injury to 
themselves and those around them. One recent 
event at the Eastland Mall included an in-line 
skating demonstration, a “buckle-up” game, and 
poison control information. There also was a 


“bike rodeo,” in which kids went through a safe- 
ty inspection for their bikes and helmets, then 
rode around a cordoned path practicing safe turn- 
ing and appropriate hand signals. And there was 
a 911 demonstration walking children through an 
emergency “911” phone call. Kids learned how 
to recognize an emergency and what information 
to give the 911 operator. Another popular SAFE 
KIDS program has been the “smoke house,” in 
which firefighters simulate for kids the situation 
they would find were they in a burning building 
and teach them how to exit to safety. 

A number of other important programs are 
being utilized to make our children safer in their 
homes, at school, and out in the community. Safe 
and Drug Free Schools, Safe Street Programs, 
Anti- Crime and Anti-Violence campaigns, and 
programs to help find missing children ahd tfeat 
accidental poisoning; all must play a role in 
reducing the number of unintentional childhood 
injuries in this country. 

The most important safety program for our kids 
is a caring, stable family. But, as I can attest as 
the father of three young children, every parent 
can use help in protecting his or her child from 
unintentional injury. SAFE KIDS is there to help 
us protect our kids and we ought to take advan- 
tage of all they can provide. Parents interested in

Michigan radiation levels continue to drop 


No public health or environmen- 
tal radiation impacts due to opera- 
tions of Michigan’s nuclear power 
plants have ever been detected off 
site, according to a state study 
released July 23. 

The findings also show a continu- 
ing decline in statewide environ- 
mental radiation levels from fallout 
due to past atmospheric testing of 
nuclear weapons or the 1986 
Chernobyl nuclear reactor accident 
in the former Soviet Union. 

Department of Environmental 
Quality Director Russell Harding 
said the conclusions are based on 
measurements collected by the 
Michigan Radiation Environmental 
Monitoring Program. The program 
was established in 1958 to monitor 
the environment around Michigan’s 
nuclear power plant sites. 


“Michigan’s nuclear energy 
record is one of safety and efficien- 
cy,” Harding said. 


“That’s a credit to the continued 

vigilance of state and federal regula- 
tory agencies, citizen’s groups and 
certainly to the high standards main- 
iained by the industry. 
’ “For the first time in nearly 40 
years of environmental radiation 
monitoring, we are finally measur- 
ing natural background levels. 
Current results provide a much 
improved environmental baseline 
for monitoring nuclear plant 
impacts than the ones generated in 
the early days of monitoring, when 
atmospheric fallout levels were at 
their highest.” 

The report summarizes measure- 
ments and findings from the initia- 
tion of monitoring in 1958 through 
1996. 


DEQ staff collect and analyze air, 
milk, surface water, and direct radi- 
ation samples from areas around 
the Big Rock Point plant near 
Charlevoix, the D.C. Cook plant 
near Bridgman, the Fermi 2 plant 
near Monroe and the Palisades plant 
near South Haven. The department 
also surveys several other back- 
ground locations throughout the 
state which are not in the area of the 
four nuclear plants. 

Historically, samples have indi- 
cated elevated levels of radioactivi- 
ty, but all were the result of fallout 
from atmospheric testing of nuclear 
weapons or the Chernoby] accident. 

Elevated levels that could be 
attributed to Michigan’s nuclear 


power plant operations occasionally 
were detected on the properties 
themselves but were within allow- 
able U.S. Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission limits. 

No elevated levels have ever been 
detected off site at any of 
Michigan’s four commercial nuclear 
plant sites. 

The world’s first electricity from 
nuclear power was generated in 
1951 by an experimental breeder 
reactor in Idaho. Michigan’s com- 
mercial nuclear power industry was 
born in 1956 as construction began 
on the Enrico Fermi Fast Breeder 
Reactor near Monroe. 

It began providing power in 1963 
and was decommissioned in the 


early 1970s, though it was actually 
the second Michigan facility to 
become operational due to lengthy 
construction delays. Consumers 
Power Co.’s Big Rock Point plant 
near Charlevoix was the second 
Michigan facility constructed but 
the first to produce power in 1962.

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THE PAIN OF PLANTAR FASCIITIS

On Monday, July 27 candidates 
for the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners answered questions 
at a public forum. 

The event was organized by the 
Grayling Chamber of Commerce, 
and held at Shoppenagon’s Inn. 

According to the Chamber, all of 
the commissioner candidates were 
invited. Fifteen chose to attend. 

The questions were collected in 
writing prior to and during the 
forum. Dave Sherbert, the News 
Director at WQON radio, acted as 
the moderator and posed the ques- 
tions to the candidates. 

The forum participants had one 
minute to answer each of the ques- 
tions. They also had the opportunity 
to give brief opening and closing 
statements. 

The commissioner candidates 
addressed five questions in all. The 
questions touched on such topics as 
the Sheriff’s Department, the Road 
Commission, and the hiring of a 
county manager. 

The following is a list of excerpts 
from the public forum:

immediate action to hire a county 
manager, and if sc, would you be 
willing to reduce or eliminate com- 
missioner compensation to support 


the above?” 


Robert Smock: “Absolutely, to 
all of the questions. As a matter of 
fact, we are advertising for a County 
Controller at Crawford County. It’s 
in a number of newspapers. 

We hope to accept applications 
until September 1, 1998 and have 
somebody in place November 1. 

The problem in Crawford County 
is you cannot have 10 people, six 
county commissioners and four co- 
employers, running a $5 million 
budget. It doesn’t work. 

It’s been a problem for 30 years 
and we haven't had a public forum 
in 30 years. So, lots of things take a 
long time in Crawford County, but 
the bottom line is we're going to 
hire a County Controller. 


And by statute, that person would 
be your chief financial officer, and 
things are moving, and they are 
going to change, and they’re going 
to be a lot better.” 

Harold Mertes: “I personally am 
not in favor of a county manager. 
We elect the department, the Clerk, 
the Treasurer, the Sheriff. I mean, 
who is this man going to manage? 

Is there another layer of bureau- 
cracy we have to go through? 

The comment was said that the 
commissioners could sit back. I 
don’t think the commissioners can 
sit back. 

Are you going to have to go 
through this person first to reach 
your commissioners? : 

The city works well with it 
because it has a managerial type 
government. I don’t think the coun- 
ty would work well with a manage- 
tial government. They don’t elect 
their Sheriff or their Treasurer. 

These people are elected officials. 
They have as much authority or 
more authority than we have. I think 
we ought to honor them. If we need 
some fiscal advice I think we can 
hire that through a different mecha- 
nism.” 

Clem Saidak: “Right now I'd say 
‘no.’ I wouldn't want to step in an 
office over there and have some- 
body else hire somebody that I had 
no faith in. 


Let the new board do that January 
1. Yes, then, not the past board. 
There’s going to be quite a few new 
board members. 

They may need it. You look at the 
books, we’ll find out. Maybe we’ll 
work together. 

No, I don’t think they should hire 
him now. I think they should do their 
job that they haven’t been doing and 
let the new board decide that.” 

Jday_L, Stephan: “No, I don’t 
think the county needs a separate 
manager. The county needs a budget 
from the various department heads 
or the other elected officials with 
justification for the expenditures in 
those budgets, and that the board 
should be competent enough to 
make a decision whether that depart- 
ment or that other elected official’s 
department gets the money or not. 

Everybody talks about that $5 
million. I worked 14 years for a 
company and I managed multi-mil- 
lion dollar projects. Five million 
dollars is not a whole lot of money. 

Another manager is just another 
position, we’re just creating another 
job.

Question: “Assuming ihe mill- 
age for funding the Sheriff's 
Department passed, what would 
you propose to do with the money 
now used to fund that department?

Randy Black: “Well, the first 
thing I think we have to do is make 


sure the Sheriff’s Department is 
brought back up to proper staffing 
levels, if it passes. 

That not only includes staffing 
levels, but we have to return to the 
level of training they’re supposed to 
be at. There are certain cuts that 
have been made over the years that’s 
getting precariously dangerous for 
the Sheriff’s deputies. 


We have to look at all these pro- 
grams and make sure it’s at a proper 
level where it’s supposed to be. 

If it does not pass, the first thing 
I’ve got to say that I will not do is go 
back to the voters again. 

I believe this is a situation where 
the voters vote this down, that 
means ‘no.’ So, then the only other 
choice we have is to try to either 
increase revenues or to decrease 
expenditures in some other area. 

It’s going to take a bunch of peo- 
ple here that have not seen that bud- 
get and are not used to working with 
those figures to sit down and go over 
it before we can give a definite 
answer on that.” 

Bruce_Bretzke: “At the last 
County Commission meeting that 
we had the Sheriff appeared and 
made the statement that in reality 
there’s only one deputy off and the 
deputy was on sick leave. 

This being the case through a bud- 
get adjustment during the past few 
months and the fact that innovative 
financing, we are pretty much back 
at the full level. 

Plus, we have a State Police car

Michigan Townships Association to host forum 


The Michigan Townships 
Association (MTA) will hold _ its 
Thirteenth Annual Summer 
Legislative Forum, August 12-14, at 
Treetops Sylvan Resort, Gaylord. 

More than three hundred legisla- 
tors, state officials (including the 
Governor) and township delegates 
will be in attendance to discuss issues 
affecting Michigan’s 1,242 town- 
ships. 

State Senate Minority Leader John 
Cherry (D-Clio) and House Minority 
Floor Leader Dan Gustafson (R- 
Williamston) will kickoff the opening 
session with comments about recent 
legislative action and expectations for 
the remainder of the = year. 
Immediately following, Governor 
John Engler will be the guest speaker 
at the August 13 luncheon. 

Concurrent workshop panels will 
allow township delegates to interact 
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Grayling 
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with legislators regarding current and 
proposed legislation pertaining to 
roads, revenue sharing, land use, the 
Qualified Voter File and the environ- 
ment. 

Another panel will allow term lim- 
ited legislators to give their perspec- 


tive on what does and does not work 
in grassroots communication. 

The MTA Forum will also feature a

Representatives of the Detroit 
News, Detroit Free Press and 
Marketing Resource Group of 
Lansing will makeup the panel. 


Patients’ Bill of Rights defeated 


WASHINGTON — The USS. 
House of Representatives dealt a sig- 
nificant blow to consumers’ hopes 
for real managed care reform by 
rejecting the H.R. 3605, the 
Democratic Patients’ Bill of Rights, 
Rep. Bart Stupak (D-Menominee) 
said July 24. 

By a vote of 212 to 217, the House, 
on July 24, rejected the Patients’ Bill 
of Rights, which was supported by an 
overwhelming majority of 
Democrats, a handful of Republicans 
- including Rep. Greg Ganske, a 
physician from Iowa - and more than 
170 organizations, including the 
American Medical Association, the 
American Nurses Association and 
the American Small Business 
Alliance. 

A recent cost-estimate by the 
Congressional Budget Office found 
that all of the added protections in the 
bill would cost the average consumer 
only $2 more per month. 

Instead, the Republican majority 
passed the GOP “fig leaf" bill, H.R. 
4250, by a vote of 216-210. 


' “I am very disappointed that the 
Republican majority in Congress 
today put the interests of the power- 
ful insurance industry ahead of 
patients, doctors and nurses across 
the country who are calling for 
meaningful managed care reform,” 
Stupak said. 

“The GOP bill fails to guarantee 
that doctors and patients, not insur- 
ance company bureaucrats, decide 
the course of medical care and fails 
to include an effective enforcement 
mechanism so managed care compa- 
nies are held accountable for their 
decisions. 

“There is something wrong in this 
country when the only groups of peo- 
ple who get immunity from our laws 
are foreign diplomats and health 
maintenance organization bureau- 
crats,” Stupak said. “It’s time for 
HMOs to understand that when their 
decisions cause the death or injury of 
patient, they will be held responsi- 
ble.” 

Important improvision included in 
the Patients’ Bill of Rights were left 


out of the GOP-passed bill, Stpak 
said. According to Stupak, the GOP 
bill: 

Leaves medical decisions in the 
hands of insurance company accoun- 
tants instead of doctors, does not give 
access to specialty care where need- 
ed, does not allow women to choose 
their obstetrician or gynecologist as a 
primary care doctor, does not provide 
for continuity of the doctor-patient 
relationship, does not guarantee 
patients access to needed drugs or 
clinical trials, does not limit HMOs 
and insurance companies’ use of 
improper financial incentives to limit 
needed care, allows drive-through 
mastectomies and fails to contain a 
requirement of coverage for recon- 
structive surgery after mastectomy, 
provides no effective mechanism to 
hold plans accountable when plan 
abuse kills or injuries someone. 

The Senate is expected to vote on 
this issue soon. President Clinton has 
called the House GOP version unac- 
ceptable and has said he would veto 
the bill.

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July, 1998, marked 25 years of 
local mental health services for 
people in Crawford, Missaukee, 
Roscommon and Wexford 
Counties, and the formation of 
North Central Community Mental 
Heaith. 

To celebrate, about 300 clients, 
staff and other community human 
service representatives attended 
luncheons under tents at the North 
Central Community Mental 
Health’s Cadillac, Houghton Lake 
and Grayling offices last week. 

To appreciate the significance 
of this year, Greg Paffhouse, 
Chief Executive Officer at North 
Central, reflected on the past. 

“In 1963, the bed census at the 
Traverse City Regional 
Psychiatric Hospital was 2,054. 
At that time, mentally ill persons 
who were admitted stayed an 
average of about 10 years, and 
mentally retarded persons tended 


to be admitted for life,” comment- 
ed Paffhouse. 

According to Paffhouse, local 
community mental health agen- 
cies began forming after 1963 
with the passage of comprehen- 
sive federal legislation and revi- 
sion of the Michigan Constitution. 

“The federal legislation was 
enacted to provide direct funding 
for local community mental 
health centers and the Michigan 
Constitution was revised to 
declare that the health of the peo- 
ple of Michigan is a matter of pri- 
mary public concern and that ser- 
vices for the care, treatment, or 
rehabilitation of those who are 
seriously mentally handicapped 
shall always be fostered and sup- 
ported,” said Paffhouse. 

“This provided a directive to 
transfer responsibility for service 
delivery from the state to the 
county when a county has demon-

strated willingness and capacity.” 

Paffhouse explained that local 
citizens and County 
Commissioners cited concern 
about the lack of availability of 
mental health services and high 
admission rate to state facilities. 
Thus, in 1972, Crawford, 
Missaukee, Roscommon and 
Wexford Counties declared their 
intent to join together to provide 
mental health services, and in 
July, 1973, the first Board of 
Directors meeting was held. 

Since that time, most of the 
state psychiatric institutions have 
closed, and services are increas- 
ingly being provided for people in 
their own communities. 

“While we started with two 
employees, two services and a 
budget in the thousands, we now 
offer a comprehensive range of 
services, with about 200 employ- 
ees and a budget of approximate- 
ly $11 million,” said Paffhouse. 
“This means for 25 years, people 
have increasingly been able to 
remain part of their families and 
their communities where they 
normally work and live.” 

The pace of change in the field 
of mental health is not expected to 
lessen in the future. According to 
Paffhouse, more than 51 million 
Americans have a mental disorder 
in a single year. 

By the year 2020, severe 
depression is expected to become 
the second-leading cause of dis- 
ability worldwide, measured in 
years lived with a disability. 

Paffhouse adds that funding 
will continue to be less than 
demand and, managed care 
approaches, even though highly 
controversial and misused in 
many locations, will be imple- 
mented in child welfare, criminal 
justice, and public sector health 
care. 

“Public sector managed care 
will begin this October with the 
long anticipated signing of our 
capitated/pre-paid managed care 
contract with Michigan 
Department of Community 
Health.
